CZAR'S FAMILY 
JUST ESCAPES 
ANNIGILATION 


Slightly Inaccurate Aim of Weuld- 
Be Assassins Sends Charge of 
Grapeshot Over Heads of Impe- 

grial Family at Winter Palace. 


SOLDIERS THOUGHT 
TO BE IN THE PLOT 


Shot Zip About Chapel in Which 
Emperor Is Stationed and Crash 
Through Windows of Palace, 
Killing Policeman. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 19.—-A care- 
fally planmed and one of the nearest suc- 
cessful attempts ever made to assns- 
simate the Czar took place here today 
when a cannon loaded with grape-shet 
was fired at the imperial party from 
aneroess the Neva river during the course 
of the festival of the Epipharmy teday. 
That the attempt failed was due to the 
slightly imaccurate aim of the would-be 
azsenssins, which caused the shots to go 
over the heads of the party. 


Jan. 19.—An attempt 
which came very near meeting with suc- 
cess, was made upon the life of Czar Nich- 
olus here today. Had it succeeded it would 
probably have wiped out the entire Ro- 
manoff dynasty, the members of which 
were grouped about the Empcror at the 
tlie the attempt was made. 
The attempt came while 
officiating at the ceremony 
with the blessing of the 
Weva river, before the wintcr 
Simultaneously with the salute fired 
from the St. Peter and St. Paul for- 
iresses, a rain of bullets swept over the 
little chapel built over the frozen Neva in 
front of the winter palace, where Emperor 
Nicholas and every member of the Roman- 
off family were participating in the ser- 
vice. 

The missiles went high, entering windows 
of the splendid row of salongs-~along the 
water front from which the Empress, the 
ladies of the court and the members of 
tire diplomatic corps including r 
McCormick, Sccretary Eddy and Second 
Secretary Bliss and all the high dignitaries 
of the state, army and navy were wit- 
nessing the glittering spectacle below. 


BULLETS PASSED OVERHEAD, 


Fortunately, the bullets passed over the 
heads of all present, striking the opposite 
wall and clatering down on the parquetted 
floor of the white salon. The first impres- 
sion of those who heard the crash was 
that it was due to falling crystals from the 
glass chandeliers, and caused by concussion 
from the booming guns. 

Everybody had been laboring under a 
more or less nervous strain because of the 
strike situation, and when the truth was 
realized, the windows were hastily va- 
cated and the greatest excitement reigned 
within the palace.

Tobacco Man Declared Sane by 
Brooklyn Judge in Passing on 
Writ of Habeas Corpus Prayed

DETENTION CAUSED BY

Indictment Charged to Tobacco 
Trust, 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19.—Brodie L. Duke, 
the half-brother of the president of the 
American Tobacco Co., who has been kept 
in a sanitarium following his marriage 
Alice Webb, Dec. 19, was brought into t 
Supreme Court in Brooklyn today and dis- 
charged from custody, after a hearing be- 
fore Justice Gaynor. 

The action was the result of habeas cor- 
pus proceedings brought by William G. 
Branham, Mr. Duke's private secretary, 
who alleged that Mr. Duke was deprived 
of his liberty without his consent and with- 
out process of law. 

After ‘a brief argument, Justice Gaynor 
declared that Duke was not demented and 
ordered that he be given his liberty. 

Mrs. Duke was not present at thé héear- 
ing and. her whereabouts is unknown. Pa- 
pers calling for her arrest and removal to 
Texas are said to be on the way to this 
city. 

Duke's detention in a private sanitarium 
on Long Island was the resuit of an action 
brought by his son, Lawrence Duke, who 
came to this city immediately after he 
heard of the marriage of his father, he be- 
ing in Florida at the time, In the action, 
young Mr. Duke was understood to have 
the support of his uncles.

IGARRY HERRMANN THE 
BARRIER PREVENTING 


GREAT BASEBALL WAR 


When peace in the baseball world is re- 
sumed: after a crisis such as periodically 
occur, it becomes more and more apparent 
that the personality of one man more than 
all other Influences combined prevents the 
big leagues from Crawing the sword. That 
man is Garry Herrmann, chairman of the 
national commission. 

Though there were moments of keen, and 
sometimes personal argument in the last 
meeting of the national commission, every- 
thing was tranquil when the meeting ad- 


man Hermann intended resigning. All the 
bageball men in Cincinnati declined to be 
lieve it. Herrmann has to stay, they said, 
because there is no ome to take his place if 
he resigns. 

To make his ‘position clearly understood 
it must be realized that the peace of ball- 
dom today is a sham and a bluff, particu- 
larly the peace between the big leagues. 
Not that either wants war, or that there is 
any immediate danger that they will fight, 
but as long as there are two eight-club 
leagues the only peace that can exist be- 
tween them is the peace that prevails when 
fire and water are separated by a stone 
Garry Herrmann'‘is the stone wall. 

The reason is simple and lies in the terms 
of the national agreement. The great peace 
document provides that a representative of 
each major league shall agree upon the 
third member of the commission, which is 
was never a question but that Garry 
Herrmann woula be chosen for that 
position. AS chairman he has practically 
final disposition of all cases which involve 
a dispute between the two big leagues or 
u club in each league. 

The evil that could be worked by an un- 
just man or one who might be influenced 
by a chance for personal gain or the ag- 
grandizement of the league to which he 
belonged is almost’ incalculable. Such a 
man in that position would disrupt the 


baseball truce in a week. 


His Word. Unquestioned 
Chairman Herrmann ts a National 
League magnate. No mother ever guard- 
ed her children more. jealously than Presi- 
dent Johnson watches the interests of the 
American League, yet he accepted Herr- 
mann as final arbiter. The wisdom of that 
choice is more noticeable each time a dif- 
ference between the leagues arises. The 
national commission with Herrmann at 
its head has passed on nearly 120 cases 
since it went into power. Many of these

Deepest Mystery Surrounds Suv 
posed Murder of Dr. Emmett 
Perdue at Richmond, Mo.

hKICHMOND, Mo., Jan. 19.—The absolute 
refusal of the wife's relatives to discuss 
the case, and the somewhat unsatisfactory 
coroner’s verdict leave the death of Dr. 
Emmett Perdue here yesterday veiled in 
the deepest mystery. 

At 3 o'clock yesterday morning Perdue 
was killed by being shot in the back of 
his head. The fatal wound was made as 
he lay in his bed with his baby daughter 
at his side. When he was found, his wife, 
who had retired with him, was not in the 
room, but was found in the kitchen in her 
night clothing. 

The coroner’s inquest developed the fact 
that the wound wes not self-inflicted, but 
made no attempt to fix the blame. Mrs, 
Perdue refused to testify bgfore the in- 
quest and was held for a time, but later 
relcased., 

The doctor, who was in the employ of 
the North American Copper Co., at En- 
campment, Wyo., had had trouble with his 
wife and they had been separated. The 
differences had been patched up, however, | 
And the two, with their daughter, were to 
have left for Wyoming today. 

It has developed that Tuesday night a 
brother of Mrs. Perdue came to Rich- 
mond and swore out a warrant for the 
doctor’s arrest, charging him with carry- 
ing concealed weapons. The brother re- 
turned home at 2 o'clock and the murder 
occurred an hour later.
